How Do I Sign Up for Revenue Online? Go to 
Revenue Online and click on the Business button. 
Then under AccessAccount click on Sign Up. You 
may View Tutorial to see the steps in the process. 
Be sure you have as much information about your 
account in front of you, such as department-issued 
Colorado Account Number (CAN); zip code on 
your account and your most recent Colorado tax 
return. If you have not yet filed a return, you may 
Request a Letter ID number to be mailed to the 
address we have on your account. Then you can 
use the Letter ID number in the Sign Up process. 
You must have a Colorado tax account to use 
Revenue Online.
